LIBERAL GAUGING, 
IT HAD A BAD EFFECT ON REVENUE RECEIPTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 26.—The origin of the 
system of liberal gauging, which has occasioned 
excitement among the Western distillers, and has 
been made the basis Of some seizures, is at last 
discovered. The attention of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau was first called to it by the report of 
8. J. Kinney, Revenne Agent, Eignth Llinois 
District, under date of Dec. 26, 1876. That re- 
port is substantially as follows: 

An examination of the district shows that the liberal 
gauzing, sbout which numerous complaints have been 
made, continues. 

Investigation shows that the distillers claim they 
are entitled to half a gallon a package 

F °R WASTAGE, 
in accordance with the previous action of Gaugers 
approved by the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. The Gaugers say that in November last the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Raum, held 
several conferences with Gaugers and distillers; 
that the distillers complained thatthe gauging was 
too strict, and that they pever could seli as much 
whisky out of a package as they paid tax upon; that 
Commissioner Raum then instructed the Gaugers to 
be liberal in their gauging, and to make proper al- 
lowance for wastage and loss in shipment; that the 
Gaugers understood thia to mean that their pre- 
vious action in allowing half a galion per package 
WAS APPROVED, * 
and that they had continued doing so since this 
verbal instruction from Commissioner Raum. Kin- 
hey expresses the belief that this practice will nat 
continue after his visit, and says he thinks 
the Gaugers and distillers misunderstood 
Commissioner Raum's verbal instructions, en 
that he meant only in case of doubt 
to give, as Kinney puts it, the distillers the 
benefit of the doubt. Upon a charge of liberal 
gaaging, fifty barrels were subséquently seized 
in Baltimore, shipped by MeIntyre from the Pekin 
district. This report was the first intimation the 
Department had of the existence of a liberal gau 
or of the origin of any instractions concernin . 
It is understood that the distiller Westerman ts on 
hie way here to make new charges against the 
Government officers in that district. 
A CLEAN RECORD.

— France has lost no time fm fol- 
lowing the lead of England. On the reopening of 
the Chambers at Versailies, the Duke de Cazes, 


Minister for Foreign Affairs, read a declaration to 


the Senate, announcing that the Government had 


fully decided to keep themselves perfectly clear of 


all complications which might grow out of the dif- 
ficulties in the East. The statement takes up 
nearly a column in the papers this morning, 
but it may be all summed up pithily in 
a few lines. After some general con- 
sideration, for the greater part retrospective, M. 
Decazes went on to say: In the Eastern Ques- 
tion, the most absolute neutrality, guaranteed by 
the most scrupulous abstention, continues to be 
the basis of our. policy. Francé wishes peace with 
all, and we know we may rely on you to help us in 
assuring its advantages.” Nothing could well be 
clearer or more calculated to calm the 
FACTITIOUS FEARS OF GERMANY. 

Bat, the recent speech of M. von Moltke having 
caused a certain sensation, M. Decazes thought it 
better to introduce a couple of paragraphs into bis 
statement calculated to caim the singular 
susceptibility of the Tranerhennie Cab- 
inet, and to feagsure, at the same 
time, the timid hearts of the French bourgeoisie. 
I translate: We are able to say that, during the 
last seven years, we have never entertained more 
friendly relations with all the foreign States than 
to-day. This declaration will acquire additional 
importance in your eyes if you will have the good - 
ness to remark that the neighboring Powers (i. e. 
Germany and Italy) share with ourselves the priv- 
Uege of having no direct interests at stake in the 
present crisis. Their language allows us no doubt 
as to their peaceful sentiment. or as to the value 
they attach tothe strengthening of friendly rela- 
tions with the Government of the French Repub- 
le.“ 

The words of M. Decazes are too manifestly wise 
to need any epproving comment, and it is to be 
hoped may have their destined effect. It must be 
admitted, though, that there are many disquieting 
signs abroad Germany has deemed it sdvisable to 
increase the effecttf of the garrisons stationed in 
Alsace and Lorraine; while, on the other hand, I am 
assured, by persons usually well informed, that 
there are at least 200,000 troops between Paris 
and Metz.

Financial Failure. 


The Prise-Children---Wrath of These 
Whe Drew Blanks. 


How It Was that the Show Was Not Bet- 
ter Patronised. 


‘The agony is over, and the 350 or more anrious 
motbers who brought their babies to the Exposition 
show, have gone home tired and disgusted, with 
rancor in their hearts at the judges who were 60 
unkind as to award p to any babies save their 
own. The exhibiti of little ones closed last 
evening. Unfortunately for the charitable institu- 
tions interested, the proceeds of the snow were not 
sufficient to do them any good, the net results be- 
ing on the wrong side of the ledger, which the Ex- 
position managers will stand. One reason for this 
may be found in the fact that the Poultry Associa- 
tion last winter swindled the public by not making 
the least preparation for care for the little ones, and 
left the mothers to struggle in the crowd which 
came, and then awarded the prizes to whomsoever 
suited them best. This disgusted the public with 
such exhibitions, and they were even afraid to 
trust the promises of the Exposition people. An- 
other for the unprofitable results of the enter- 
prise may be found inthe fact that

$1,505 in guid. This gave a wide fied for compe- 
tition, and drew a large number of entries, but not 
82 of the paying public to benefit 
the charitable institutions interested, The ladies 
worked very hard for the success of the enterprise.

The arrest of several, persons for a conspiracy to 


Hughes, the men who attempted to steal the re- 
mains of President Lincoln from the tomb at 
Springfield, will probably result in the serieus 
crippling of the gang of bogus bailers and profes- 
sional jurymen who infest Chicago. These two 
men, it wili be remembered, were arrested in 
November last, and since that time have been con- 
fined tn jail at the State Capital. Their case was 
set for trial in February last, but an application 
was made fora change of venue, and granted. 
Logan County was designated by the Court, but 
they subsequently refused tobe tried there, and 
eletted to stand their chances in Spri ld. There 
are two indictments 1 them, and the bail un- 
der doth amounts to 8 „000 each. Thursday a

Asan evidence of his 
scampishpess, it may be mentioned that while in 
tue Government employ de hired a 
widow to act as his ‘* Secretary,” promising 
to pay her $125 a month, — nearly as much as he 
himself was receiving. She wrote his reports for 
two or three months, and then be dismissed her 
without giving her a penny, though she was very 
poorand had two children to support. He was 
discharged in 1875. but has since represented him- 
self in different parts of the country as a Secret- 
Service officer, and ‘‘dead-beated” wherever he 
could impose upon people. He hasn't had $100 at 
one time for two years, and it is this fact, together 
with his genera! worthlessness, which gives rise to 
the suspicion that in this conspiracy to effect the 
escape of Hughes and Mullins, he was furnished 
meane by others who are interested in the freedom 
of those men. Inasmuch as Nelson and Knealy do 
not appear to have openly participated in the bogus 
bail business at Springfield, it ie surmised that they 
are the ones who put Forbes forward to do the 
dirty work. 

Nelson is a contractor in this city, and a man of 
some means. His interest in Mullins and Hughes 
will probably be made manifest at the trial of those 
two men, which begins to-morrow. 

ENEALY

Heargued 
that those who had seceded had done more than 
any other class to create distinctions of color and 
race, and that their proceedings since the division 
had done moreto create distinctions and foster 
feelings of caste than could have been possible un- 
der the ordinary operations of a reasonable apnli- 
cation of constitutional principles.

Thus, in 
the election of last Sunday for St. Malo, the 
Republican candidate was elected by a ma- 
jority of 7,347 over 4,975 votes given for the 
Legitimist, though at the general election 
the latter (the Legitimist) had polled a very 
nearly .equal vote,—6,335 against 6,593.” 
The Spectator intimates that there is 
danger of ultimate losses to the Re- 
publicans if they propose coerciye 
measures against their Catholic opponents ; 
but this danger is as nothing compared to 
that which must inevitably follow if the al- 
liance of the Ultramontanes and Bourbons 
should seek to coerce the majority of the 
people of France. In such an event civil 
war is sure to follow, besides dangerous 
entanglement with Italy and France.

The 
Comptroller defines the Building Fund to be 
a “special fund” which may be properly 
deferred, and not a “trast fund.” Upon the 
correctness of this defihition rests the fact 
whether there is now any money to the 
credit of the Building Fund or not, and that 
is a question which must be decided by the 
Common Council. The question for the Coun- 
cil to decide is, Was the Building Fund a 
sum of money paid over to the city and by 
the State required to be used. for a specific 
purpose only, and did the city hold it in trust 
until such time as a City-Hall could be built? 
If it were not a trust fund, but a special 
fund which might be deferred, how long can 
it be deferred? If the money belonged to a 
trust fund, then, as the tax shall be collected, 
the fund should be vredited with its propor- 
tion as collected, and there is therefore now 
a sufficient sym collected to justify the im- 
mediate beginning of the work on the build- 
ing. If, however, the Council shall decide 
that it does not fall within Class A, but is a 
special fund named in Class C, then the ques- 
tion is, How long may the use of that special 
fund be deferred? After all, then, the whole 
question resolves itself into the simple prop- 
osition, whether the Council are of opinion 
that the further postponement in beginning 
the construction of the City-Hall is consist- 
ent with public economy. That is the 
whole question, and it must be decided by 
the City Council upon the facts as they exist. 
Since August, 1876, the county has begun 
the erection of the east half of the whole 
building, and it is now progressing. On 
the city half of the lot there is no 
piling done and no foundation laid. It is 
eminently desirable in every respect that at 
least the foundation of the west wing shall 
be laid before the east wing be completed ; 
otherwise the possibility of a botched job 
will become a certainty. The money now in 
the Treasury is sufficient to complete the 
west wing up to the surface, and ite use at 
this time for this purpose is demanded by 
every consideration of economy and good 
government. The $600,000 of the fund will 
go as far now in the construction of the 
building as would $1,000,000 in 1872. The 
delay of five years through a matter of neces- 
sity has also been a matter of wise policy. 
But under existing circumstances the neces- 
sity for making a beginning at least is on the 
other side, and wise policy advises that the 
city shall avail itself of the many favorable 
conditions which, in an economical point of 
view, strongly urge that the work be begun 
now. 

It may be true that the money applicable 
to this purpose has been used for other pur- 
poses, but this makes practically no differ. 
ence. The money of all the funds is used 
in common; the money of the Building 
Fund is used in place of that of some other 
fund, and at this time money to replace it 
can be had to any amount at low interest 
until it can be repaid out of the incoming 
taxes as collected. There is no trouble to be 
apprehended as to obtaining the money. It 
is now for the City Council to decide 
whether the beginning of this work has not 
been deferred as long as true economy can 


warrant or justify. 


THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

It begins to appear more clearly every day 
that the most dangerous feature of the pres- 
ent crisis in France is the religious, and that 
MacManon is actuated in all his movements, 
first by a religious purpose, and second by 
the same purpose allied with a political pur- 
pose, or Ultramontanism allied with Bour- 
bonism,—two forces which he cannot easily 
withstand, being himself both Ultramontane 
and Bourbon. The dogma of Papel Infalli-

The Empress CATHERINE, to whom PETER 
commended his cherished enterprises when he 
bequeathed her his sceptre, fulfilled his wishes 
with regard to the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences, and established it upon a lasting 
foundation. Although this sovereign could 
neither read nor write, through her husband’s 
lifetime she had efficiently aidod him in 
his noblest enterprises by giving them the 
heartiest encouragement aod lending him the 
stimulus of her présence in the perpetual jour- 
neyings which the p tion of his plans de- 
manded, and during her brief reign of two 
years she maintained the policy which he had 
marked out for her. The magnificent building 
occupied by the Academy stands on Vassili Es- 
trov Island, opposite the Winter Palace and the 
Admiralty. When itsmuseums were opened by 
Psrer THe Great in 1724, it was suggested to 
him that an admittance fee should be charged, 
but he replied that it would & better to pay his 
people for visiting them.

However 
such a characteristic may be regarded from a 
humanitarian point of view, it is the one 
great element of success in an offensive cam- 
paign. If Ln was a great General (and all 
the world admits it), he still surrendered to 
Grant. No military chief of recent times 
has had armies so numerous and braye sur- 
render tohim. His fame as a General is 
equal to that of WIILMOrOox, whom he re- 
sembles in more ways than one; and such & 
man can scarcely fail to receive generous 
attentions and deserved tributes from the 
countries he visits. 
Socially, Gen. Grant may be something of 
a disappointment to those who receive him 
abroad. The men who attain to greatness in 
Europe are usually men of polite education 
and culture. Grant, though a West-Pointer, 
is essentially a self-made man, having been 
for many years out of the army, and not en- 
gaged in pursuits calculated to promote per- 
sonal culture. His public career has been so 
busy that he has had no time for the hberal 
allotment which most public men in 
Europe give to literature and the arts. Be- 
sides, he is reticent by nature, and will 
scarcely shine as a post-prandial orator or 
drawing-room conversationalist. Neverthe- 
less, intercourse with him will develop a 
stock of common sense and solid infor- 
mation that will find appreciation, especially 
among the English people. His fame at 
home will improve from now on in history. 
The mistakes of his civil career were of a 
kind that are being rapidly forgot- 
ten and will not figure in future estimates 
of his career as conspicuously as they did 
when he was the object of contemporaneous 
party criticism. Altogether, he is a man to 
be proud of as an American citizen, and at- 
tention and courtesy abroad will not be 
wasted upon him. 
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The importance of the Balkan Mountains 
as a natural line of defense for the Turks is 
said to be greatly exaggerated. A telegram 
from Bucharest yesterday states that There 
are only seven passes, and these will be so 
fortified that their defense will be successful. 
But all the northern slope of the chain is so 
gentle that the traveler often arrives at the 
summit of a ridge without seeing a moun- 
tain. There area few points where a car- 
riage cannot ascend. Sheepwalks are to be 
found everywhere, and, covered by the fire 
of heavy guns from below, infantry can ad- 
vance wherever a goat can climb. Certainly 
the line through Ardas, Karnabad, and Selim- 
no is strong, though very long, and may be 
turned from the west by Sophia” 
The Balkans failed to prove impassa- 
ble barriers to the advance of the 
Russians fifty years ago, or to the invasion 
of Bulgaria by the Turks when they con- 
quered the country.

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MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

There was a project on foot last 
to place Michigan avenue under the control 
of the South Park Commissioners, on con- 
dition that they should pave and improve it, 
and make it a driving boulevard like Grand 
or Drexel Boulevard, from Madison or 
Monroe street south as far es Thirty-ninth 
street at least. After its suggestion last 
season there was not sufficient time to carry 
out the scheme, but it has been very properly 
revived, and we understand that determined 
efforts will be made to bring about the pro- 
posed transfer. Without any special in- 
vestigation of the subject, we presume that 
the Common Council has authority to place 
the street under the management of the 
Park Commissioners, and that the latter 
have authority to take it, improve it, and 
subject it to the same regulations 
as govern the other boulevards under 
their control. Besides, we cannot imagine 
that anybody will interpose any objection to 
the scheme, which will be beneficial at once 
to the avenue, to the property-owners along 
the line, to the South Parks, and to the 
whole people of the city. 

As it is now, there is not asingle approach 
to the South Parks and the boulevards from 
the centre of the city, or in fact anywhere 
north of the entrance to the Grand Boule- 
vard, which is either attractive or comforta- 
ble. Michigan avenue is the natural ap- 
proach, but it is now and has been for some 
years little better than a succession of ruta 
and mud-holes. Whenever the city patches 
it up, the heavy teams throng upon it as their 
main thoroughfare, and coal, lumber, brick, 
stone, provisions, building material of all 
kinds, are hauled over it constantly in loads 
varying from one to four tons, and in 
trucks with narrow, sharp tires that cut 
the pavement into shreds. The law pro- 
vides that the improvement of streets within 
the city limits shall be done only at the ex- 
pense of the owners of the adjutting proper- 
ty; but the property-owners of Michigan 
avenue absolutely refuse to repave it, with 
the prospect of attracting % it all the heavy 
teaming that goes north and gouth, and hav- 
ing it destroyed within a year, des suffer- 
ing the annoyances of the traffic in the 
meantime.

The doctors of London can scarcely con- 
sent as yet to admit women to the medical 
degrees of the University of London, though 
those in authority came very near doing 80 
in a recent consideration of the matter.

They 
immediately assumed an attitude of hostility 
to the Government of Italy, and sought to 
break the peaceful relations existing between 
the two countries. The Bishop of Nevers 
not only wrote to MacManow to restore the 
Pope’s liberty, but also commenced a popular 
agitation in his diocese, with the same pur- 
pose in view. The Bishop was snubbed, 
but he had succeeded in kindling a conflagra- 
tion. The quarrel broke out in the Assembly, 
and, as the debates grew more intense, the 
Ultramontane attacks grew more violent, un- 
til at last the whole public mind became 
disturbed. The Extreme Left and its con- 
stituency, smarting under the Ultramontane 
taunts, went to the other extreme, as French- 
men always do.

GEN. GRANT’S FOREIGN TOUR. 

The indications are that Gen. Grant's re- 
ception abroad will be characterized by more 
distinguished marks of consideration than 
were ever extended to any American citizen. 
As a public man, he is the most eminent 
American who has ever visited Europe. We 
believe MLAAD Firuumore went abroad after 
he was President, and have seen it stated that 
Franxiin Presce also visited Europe sub- 
sequently to holding the first office in the 
Republic ; but, if they did, it is certain that 
they were not received with any demonstra- 
tions or courtesies usually shown to men 
who have been similarly conspicuous in 
European countries when they visit foreign 
Powers or take political refuge under for- 
eign flags.

PETER THE Great himself pursued the study 
of astronomy with Mr. Ferevson, acquiring a 
knowledge of the motion of the heavenly bodies, 
and making observations and calculating eclipses 
under the direction of his teacher. The laws 
of gravitation were also mastered by him, and 
thus, as a historian has remarked: “ This force 
was already familiar to a sovereign of Russia, 
when other nations amused themselves with 
chimerical vortices; and when GaLizzo's ig- 
norant countrymen were commanded by teach- 
ers as ignorant as themselves to believe the 
earth immovabie.”” One of the measures which 
resulted from these studies in astronomy was a 
reform in the calendar, which was instituted at 
the beginning of the year 1700 with imposing 
ceremonies. Hitherto the ist of September had

world. In fron-bound cases are exhibited speci- 
mens of gold from ‘different native mines. 
One of these, found ata depth of three feet 
half in the sands of the Ural 
Mountains, is a nugget of the pure metal 
weighing eighty pounds. An unbroken mass of 
malachite weighs 3,456 pounds, and is worth 
about $16,000. A piece of platinum, the largest 
in existence, was taken from the Demidoff 
mines, and weighs ten pounds. A single beryl, 
weighing six pounds, is valued at $30,000. Be- 
sides there are huge blocks of jasper, slabs of 
beautiful marble, bowlders of porphyry and 
gravite, iron from Olonetz, silver from Tobolsk, 
and other precious products representing the 
mealculable mineral wealth of Russia. 

Under the ground occupied by the School of 
Mines there is the model of a mine skillfully 
constructed with winding passages, along the 
sides of which are artificial strata of rock, and 
ores, and minerals, accurately showing their dia- 
position in nature. Here the students optain a 
practical knowledge of the manner in which 
veins of copper and gold and layers of coal are 
deposited in the earth, and of the methods for 
discovering and developing them to the best ad- 
vantage.

Horsemen ail over the State feel in good sr 
Just now, the cause being the fact that the lately 
adjourned Leyislature falled to pass the bill pro- 
hibiting pool selling. While the matter was unde- 
cided, this department of TE Taipune had nothin 
to say adout it, but now that it has been dispos 
of fora year or two at least, a few facts may be of 
interest. Nob dy will deny the general provo- 
sition that pool-selling is a bad thing. That fact 
has often beea stited by this paper and is doabt- 
less concurred in by a large majority af its readers. 
Lat the disagreeable and evil things of this world 
are not easily put down, and pvol-selling is like 
the rest. 

There have been various reasons given as to why 
the bill introduced in the House by Mr. Thompson 
and in the Senate by Mr. Dash failed to becomes 
law, most of which are as tar from the truth 
as they well could be without leaving 
the country entirely. It has been said that mone 
was freely used by the track-managers and povl- 
sellers to defeat the measure. ‘This is sheer non- 
sense. Col. Mansur, who controls Dexter Park, 
the most valuable track property in the State 
would be likely to know if any such scheme had 
been broached, and he can testify that no such 
E was ever thought of. The reason of he Pool 

i's defeat was the fact that nearly all the coun- 
try members of the ouse were in some manner 
interested in tracks or boss fair socie- 
ties, and as they were well aware that 
the percentage from the sale of pools 
a mounted to a very comfortable sum each year, it 
was not to be expecte l that they would sustain 6 
measure that threatened to atlect their pocket 
books. Legislators are not generally taat kin of 
men, and those that relieved tpriagtield of their 
presence last Thursday were certainly not. 

It is all very well for reformers. who dont know 
anything about the subject on which they converse, 
to demand the abolit on of all povl-selh As 
far as base-ba)l and elections go, they are undoubt- 
edly correct, and will meet with the hearty sup- 
port of all directly interested in those 
culiarly American institutions. The nanagers 
of ali the League clubs would be heartily glad to 
see the betting nuisance avolished, and cund dates 
for office erally find plenty o places in whica 
to invest their working capital before election-day 
without resorting to the pool-box. But the horse, 
men and those who have money invested in tracks 
take an entirély different view of tbe sudject, 
With searcely a dissenting voice, they say that 
without pool-sellin they would be obliged to turn 
their home-stretches into cornfields, and their 
grand-stands into cribs for the same. The per 
centage on the betting is what saves many of them 
from runuing mto bt each season, they say, 
and they ought to know. The 
other side asserts with equal vigor that if poo!- 
selling were abolished the attendance at races 
would be large increased; that clergymen and other 
classes that now absent timeimselves would, in the 
absence of the ponl- box. be seen disporting them: 
selves on the quarter-streich, and gazing at the 
blackboard on which the time is announced witb 
the same energy that | now devote to the 
spectacle of several fancifully-attired young men 
endeavoring to cripple ench other by means of a 
balland bat. They admit tnat no sight can be 
more enjoyable than that of a large field 
of highly-vred horses, with their silken coats, 
proud step, and gayly-aitired riders or drivers. Hut 
the gaastly pool- box. around which a crowd of 
yerspiring voung men are surging, is what kills 
the thing, thev say, and this must be abulshed. 

Perhaps thie is true. Perhaps, if the pool-bor 
were banished from Dexter Park at the coming 
meeting. everybody would turn out to see the 
horses trot; excursions to the track would be or- 
ganized, Sunday-schovls would take it in, ap 
they do a panorswsa of the iloly Land, or a concert 
to which no aimission is charged. his might all 
happen, but tae horsemen and track managers 
don t think so. If some of the philanthropis‘’s 
whose s thetic tastes and ideas are outraged by th, 
sivht of several men activey engaged 
in . backing their judgment at tne 
pool-box will guarantee Col. Mansur 
a suiticiently-increased attendance at the next 
Dexter Park mecting to recompense him for the 
percentage on ls sold, he will dvubtless try the 
experiment wita great pleasure, but as a genera:

Paris, May 12.—The gathering gloom which 
is spreading around our political horizon, and 
casting murky shadows in all directions, does 
not favor buoyancy in the social world, nor ex- 
travagant flights of fashion at the present time.
